A special shipment of py- 
racantha arrived this morning 
which gives our joint a bright 
and cheery look. The name 
pyracantha megns fire thorn 
and these are both firey and 
thorny. In fact they are so 
firey you could keep warm 
just by looking. 

Pyracantha need room to 
grow in order for their glossy 
leaves and red berries to 
show the best. They shouldn't 
be crowded into an area which 
requires constant pruning and 
they should be planted u min- 
imum of two or three feet from 
the foundation. In the right 
place they will cover a large 
area. Excellent on a blank 
wall or in a chimney corner 
and requiring very little care. 

If you haven't planted your 
winter color there is still time 
for young plants of calendula, 
pansies and primrose. Some of 
these are blooming now and 
all will continue right through 
winter. Snapdragons and 
stocks planted now will bloom 
in early spring to provide cut 
flowers for the house. Bulbs 
of course are still in good 
supply and may be planted 
for a while yet. 

Don't forget to water 
camellias, and other shrubs 
deeply until heavy rains ar- 
tive. A good soaking once ev- 
ery week on camellias and 
every two weeks on other 
large plants will help them 
develop a better root system 
for next year.

Dear Bill: 

I have been enjoying your pa- 
per very much, especially your 
centennial program, and having 
been one of your early day citi- 
zens I thought I would add my 
two bits worth. 

My folks moved into Porter- 
ville from their ranch on Deer 
Creek when I was just a little 
Over two years old, in 1887. Now 
while I can’t go back to 1861 you 
can see I did see a lot of the 
early days of the “Best Little 
City’’ in the San Joaquin Valley. 

Tam wondering how many peo- 
ple there are who can remember 
when there was a well on Main 
Street? My father built a brick 
building on Main Street, it is the 
building where the Mecca Saloon 
is now located. Dad had a sa- 
loon where the Mecca now is and 
a butcher shop next door. In 
front of the shop was a watering 
trough and pump. 

Who can remember the old 
Hockett ditch? It was piped 
across the low lands back of the 
old Putnam home. It then ran 
in a flume under the boardwalk 
on Mill street, under Main street 
and across Hockett and D streets 
to the Hockett pasture. 

Who can remember when 
Hockett street was called Gum 
street on account of being lined 
on both sides with big ‘blue 
gum” trees? Today .the trees 
would be called Eucalyptus. Who 
can remember when Dude Wood- 
ley set Main street on fire? 

Who can remember the vine- 
yard that was near the freight 
depot? While we are remember. 
ing I must take exception to one 
of your articles that said none of 
the big teams went to Mountain 
Home, that only four and six 
horse teams could go there. I 
worked for Mrs. Redfield at 
Mountain Home in 1900 and 
1901 and at that time the Enter- 
prise sawmill was running a few 
miles beyond Mountain Home. I 
saw plenty of ten horse teams 
and longer, hauling lumber from 
there. To name some of the driv- 
ers there were the Doty brothers, 
Elmer and Jack, and Elam Man- 
ier. I guess that is enough re- 
membering but I remember when 
it was a pretty tough town. 

TI would enjoy hearing more 
about the real pioneer families, 
those who were there in the 80's 
and 90’s. They had to sweat it 
out to build a town. Those days 
we had no gas or electricity, no 
air conditioners except the front 
porch or a palm leaf fan, and 
very little irrigation.

Kinney camping at the dam to 
keep some other ditch company 
from cutting the dam? I remem- 
ber, I was there. 

I feel I still have an interest 
in Porterville as I still belong to 
the Porterville Masonic Lodge, 
and own a small tract of land 
just north of Scenic Drive. 

Our old home which my folks 
moved into in 1888 is still being 
lived in. Located in the 600 
block of Hockett Street. It may 
be-the oldest home in the town 
which is still being occupied.

bility that today’s economy cars 
may have tightened competition 
in the retail gasoline field con- 
siderably. 

The representative of the pe- 
troleum marketers council, in re- 
butting these assertions, display- 
ed statistical charts to the com- 
mittee to support the fact that 
‘price wars are not deliberately 
organized by gasoline companies. 
Instead, he stated, they are the 
result of a ‘‘follow-the-leader”’ 
reaction on the part: of retail- 
ers, struggling for survival in a 
highly competitive field. 

He added that oil suppliers 
use subsidies to dealers only as a 
last resort after price cutting 
thas been practiced for some 
length of time in a particular 
area. 

Most service station owners, 
the committee was told, do not 
want any more government reg- 
ulation of gasoline prices. Com- 
petition for available business 
causes price wars, the company 
spokesman pointed out. Laws 
probably could be enacted to re- 
duce price cutting, but they 
‘would also limit competition, and 
not even independent dealers 
want this, he concluded. 

How well gasoline price fixing 
would go with the motoring pub- 
lic is a big question which was 
not discussed at this particular 
meeting. But it will probably 
be raised at some future hearing 
on this matter. The buying pub- 
lic always has been interested in 
getting the best quality of prod- 
uct, and the most efficient sery- 
ice, at the most economical price.

Practically everything from 
outer space through the cold war 
to the United Nations seems to 
be involved in the price of gaso- 
line. At least this is the feel- 
ing of some members of the As- 
sembly interim committee on 
manufacturing, mining, and the 
oil industry, which recently held 
another in a series of hearings 
on gasoline price wars. 

For several years. these price 
wars have cropped up sporadic- 
ally in various sections of the 
state. Independent gasoline re- 
tailers have become increasingly 
bitter about the effect on their 
profits, and have joined in vocal 
associations which have insist- 
ently demanded some form of 
legislative action to control or 
prohibit such wars. 

At this latest hearing; spokes- 
men from these associations and 
individual service station opera- 
tors again asserted that retail 
gasoline prices are controlled by 
the major oil companies. They 
maintained that prices are fixed 
to eliminate as much competi- 
tion as possible from independ- 
ent oil companies, so the busi- 
ness life of a dealer handling 
major brands is very short if he 
does not comply with company 
price instructions. 

Dealer representatives allege 
that the companies act together 
in these price manipulations. 
They complained that such ac- 
tion is subject to legal control 
under California anti-trust laws, 
but that the attorney-general 
has failed to begin proceedings 
under the law. They also claim 
that prosecutions should be start- 
ed under the unfair practices 
act, which forbids selling below 
cost plus a reasonable mark-up 
in order to injure or destroy 
competition. 

Another accusation is that ma- 
jor companies subsidize their re- 
tailers during price wars, thus 
giving them an unfair competi- 
tive advantage over independent 
dealers. 

No reference was made to the 
fact that the world petroleum 
market is in highly unstable con- 
dition, with oversupply in some
